It is a rare Oexaan who will attempt Burgundy on the first sieve, so support isn s i 
really necessary*. 1"he advantage of this opening is the flexibility it provides with respect 
to Italy, If Italy aoves to Piednajnt, A Spa~Mar f A £ur~8ar will provide you with a build 
for Spain while at tlie saae tine defending Marseilles ffcosa attack and onsuring that Mar- 
seilles will be available for building a southern fleet. Alternatively, A Spa~Por, F Mid- 
Spa(0o) also iKproves f ieei positioning for attack on Spain whiles giving two builds. 

Another advantage is that if P Mid la needed to neve against England in the fall, either 
-to Brestp English Channel or Irish Sea, A Spain can stove to Portugal, This way it can take 
Spain in 1902 and would start 1903 closer to the French Ittrartland. 

Of course, there la no perfect opening in Diplomacy as the best aove is going to depend 
upon the diplonatic situation, but X think this combination at least deserves honorable men- 
tion.
